148. (Previously presented) The method of claim 147, wherein said dextrose solution 
comprises 5% or 10% dextrose solution. 

149. (Currently amended) The method o f claim 98 claim 121 . wherein said pharmaceutically 
acceptable aqueous solution secondary solv e nt comprises a parenteral infusion fluid. 

150. (Currently amended) The method of claim 121 The m e thod of claim 97 . wherein mixture 
in step (a) said solv e nt v e hicl e comprises glacial acetic acid and an aqueous lipid emulsion. 

151. (New) The method of claim 1 50, wherein the acid is glacial acetic acid. 
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152. (New) The method of claim 121, wherein the pharmacologically active agent is 
pimaricin. 

153. (New) The method of claim 121, wherein the solvent vehicle is isosmotic to blood. 

154. (New) The method of claim 121, wherein the solvent vehicle is hypertonic. 
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
